There's in- 
terest, taxes., rents and professional services of | 
all kinds that might prove on investigation to [ 
be of less benefit, and a greater drain on the 
consumers' pocket book than sugar. .Standard 
Oil or eveti freight and E. R. service. 


If any of the parties who sponsor this meth- 


od thinks the price of sugar too HIGH, let 
them produce it for LESS. There's plenty high 
priced land and equipment to be had to test the 
theory, and also the know how and efficiency 
plus physical fitness. Here is also room for 
the development of "initiative" that comes so 
perilously high in certain quarters; that if ex- 
ercised in the right direction might -bring sur- 
prising results. Let's have a law while we are 
aroused about it, to compel every citizen to eat 
enough sugar to send "it" to the dentists' chair 
or a sanitarium for an operation or (preferably 
a rest cure) so that business may not suffer 
along these lines. In the meantime the under- 
.signed will continue to consume just enough 
sweets for comfort and health, which will ne- 
cessarily be in limited quantity regardless of 
the price.

58 ARE ARRESTED 


Fifty-eight men and women were arrested 


in Portland, Oregon, July 4th, for distributing 
tags asking for the release of political pris- 
oners, according to information received 
by 


the American Civil Liberties Union. 


"All were held under S5OO hail each in or- 


der to make it impossible for them to be re- 
leased until President' Harding, 
who was 


scheduled to speak on that day, had left town," 
the communication to the Civil Liberties Union 
states. "In the police court, the prisoners were 
charged with violating a city ordinance against 
passing handbills which, o? course, did not ap- 
ply to them. All were released but one, who 
was fined $25. He is out under ?KK) bail. 
We 


are going to test the validity of this fine in 
the courts." 


"In view of the fact that President Harding 


took advantage of the anniversary of the sign- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence for ad- 
vocating imprisonment and deportation- 
for 


those who presume to question the policies of 
our government, it is not strange that these 
58 people should have been arrested for dis- 
tributing tags asking for. the release of all 
political prisoners," Robert W. D.ran, associate 
director of the Civil Liberties Union, states. 


"If there is any law 
prohibiting American 


tftrizens from questioning Uiose whom .they 
have elected to govern their country, we are 
unaware of it. These people were guilty of no 
overt act They were entirely'within their civ- - 


i il rights. The Portland arrests were obviously 


a miserable trick to prevent any discomfiture 
the president might have felt in -being 
re- 


minded of the forty-four political prisoners and 
the more than a hundred workers still held un-" 
der state'criminal syndicalism acts." '
